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Anti-Reds get 
upper hand in 
Angolan war 


United Press International 
Anti-Communist forces have killed at 
least 90 Cuban troops fighting with the 
Marxist independence movement in 
Angola in the past 10 weeks, according to 
military sources with the pro-Western 
army. 


The sources told UPI the joint Angola 
National Union and the National Front 
for the Liberation of Angola army killed 
50 Cubans in a single battle near Quibala, 
250 miles southeast of Luanda Dec 14. 
Luanda and the central part of the 
country are held by the Soviet-backed 
Popular Movement for the Liberation of 
Angola. 


The sources said since the pro-Western 
forces began their offensive against the 
MPLA in mid-October, 90 Cubans were 
killed and 16 captured and 1,600 MPLA 


troops died and 400 were captured. 
They said the battle for supremacy in 
the former Portuguese colony appeared 
to be swinging in favor of the pro- 
Western forces, despite an MPLA 
buildup of troops and weapons for an as­ 
sault on FNLA lines in the North. 
Captured Cubans interrogated by the 
combined forces described the MPLA 
troops as demoralized and cowardly and 
Cuban officers had to shoot some who 
tried to desert, the sources said. The 
Cubans told their questioners the Rus­ 
sian advisers — estimated at about 500 — 
did not go to the front lines. 
Earlier, a dispatch from Silva Porto, 
Angola, said pro-Western forces battling 
Soviet-backed rivals for supremacy in 
Angola have appealed to the United 
States to restore the military aid cut off 
by the Senate two weeks ago. 
Not recruiting Angola 
mercenaries: Nessen 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 
tates is not recruiting, training or 
ending American m ercenaries to 
.ngola, P resid en t F ord ’s ch ief 
pokesman said today in response to a 
eport that the CIA was signing up ex- 
ervicemen for the African war. 
But White House Press Secretary Ron 
lessen declined to say whether or not 
he U.S. government was overseeing use 
>f any other foreign soldiers of fortune in 
ingola. 


The Christian Science Monitor 
eported today that some American 
veterans and South Vietnamese were be- 
ng recruited into “the CIA’s undercover 
army”’ for Angola. 


The CIA denied the charge. A State 
Department spokesman, in addition to 
ienying government recruitment of mer­ 
cenaries, also said, “As far as I am 
aware there is no private recruiting go­ 
ing on in the United States.” 
“No agency of the U.S. government is 
using American mercenaries in Angola. 
Nor is any U.S. government agency 


recruiting, hiring or training American 
mercenaries,” Nessen told reporters. 
Asked if the United States was 
recruiting, hiring, training or otherwise 
fielding foreign mercenaries, Nessen 
said. “I have nothing more to add.” 
“As far as I know no private campany 
or contractor is hiring American 
mercenaries for combat duty,” he added 
when questioned about the Monitor 
story, which quoted senior mercenary of­ 
ficers close to the situation. 
Nessen did tell a news briefing that “it 
is no secret the U.S. government is giv­ 
ing modest amounts of money to African 
nations.” 
Asked if foreign mercenaries were be­ 
ing trained in the United States, such as 
at Fort Benning, Ga., Nessen said, “I 
don’t have anything to add to what I have 
said.” 
He made the same reply when asked if 
Cuban nationals living in the United 
States were being hired as mercenaries 
for Angola. Cuba’s Communist regime 
has sent some 6,000 combat troops to 
fight for the Moscow-supported side. 


Ford vetoes bill making 
Treasury boss NSC member 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford has vetoed a bill that would have 
made the secretary of the treasury a 
member the president’s National 
Security Council. 
Ford has also signed into law 14 more 
bills passed in the last session of 
Congress, the White House announced 
Thursday. 
In a veto message, Ford said the 
measure was “unnecessary” since the 
treasury secreta ry w as already 
privy to NSC matters concerning his of­ 
fice. But Ford also said the bill would 
restrict a president’s freedom in choos­ 
ing the council, his chief advisory body 
on national defense matters. 
Ford Thursday signed bills which will: 
— Discourage banks from refusing to 
make mortgage loans to buyers of homes 
in neighborhoods which the banks con- 


sider to be on the decline. 
— Authorize the federal government to 
pay state and local governments for the 
cost of guarding foreign missions, 
diplomats and other visitors. It also ex­ 
pands the size of the Executive Protec­ 
tive Service, the Treasury’s uniformed 
force guarding the White House and 
other federal offices, and authorizes the 
service to also guard foreign missions 
and diplomats. 
— End a temporary ban on imports of 
Canadian veal and some beef. The 
government had imposed the ban when 
Canada cut off imports of American 
meat, a cutoff now lifted. 


— Grant $634 million over the next five 
years to the Corporation for Public 
Broadcasting. Part of the т о м у is to go 
to noncommercial public broadcasting 
stations across the country. 


NASA sets 18 satellite launches 
in 1976, two from Vandenberg 


The National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration has scheduled 18 major 
satellite launches, including two from 
the Western Test Range at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base, during 1976, it was an­ 
nounced today. 
The rest of the firings will be from 
Cape Canaveral. 
In addition, Army and Navy missile 
firings and spy satellite launchings also 
are expected. 
The 1976 launches are expected to 
boost tQ more than 2,000 the total number 
of firings from this space port since July 
24, 1950, when the first Bumper rocket 
was fired. 
To date, there have been 1,977 
launchings from the cape, officials 
report. These include 166 Army firings; 
415 Navy; 1,148 Air Force, and 248 space 
launches. 
The earliest cruise missiles like the 
Matador, Snark and Navajo are no 
longer in existence. The intercontinental 
ballistic missiles like the Atlas, Titan I 
and Minuteman I have also been phased 


out, as were the shorter range Thors and 
Redstones. 


TIi e Thor booster evolved into the 
Delta rocket, now a workhorse for 
launching satellites, and the Atlas is still 
used with either an Agena or Centaur as 
a high-energy upper stage for satellite 
launchings. 


The first 1976 launch from the Cape 
Jan. 13 will be a Communications 
Technology Satellite, a joint effort 
between the United States and Canada. 
The second Helios satellite built by West 
Germany will be launched two days 
later. 


Other launches for the year include 
two North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
communication satellites; two Marisat 
communication satellites for maritime 
needs; Palapa, a communications 
satellite for Indonesia; Geostationary 
Operational Environmental Satellite B, 
and Lageos (L aser G eodynam ic 
Satellite) to help alleviate earthquake 
hazards.

Daily entertainment is being provided 
for those waiting in line by the City of 
Santa Barbara’s American Revolution 
Bicentennial Committee. 
“Combining dramatic multi-media 
displays, striking scenes and exciting 
sounds of America’s 200 years,” the 
train carries “a fascinating collection of 
historic documents, priceless objects 
and memorabilia that will never again 
be displayed together in one place.” 
On display, for example, are Julia 
Ward Howe’s original manuscript of 
“The Battle Hymn of the Republic,” a 
“stove pipe” hat worn by Abe Lincoln, a 
1934 tv, baseball bats of Joe DiMaggio 
and Hank Aaron, the dress worn by Judy 
Garland in “The Wizard of Oz,” and the 
priceless “The Spirit of ’76” painting by 
Willard. 
The bicentennial train contains 10 dis­ 
play cars housing over 500 artifacts and 
two exterior showcase cars lodging the 
Freedom Bell, the Old Scout and the Ara­ 
bian. 
By the time the tour finishes in 
December of 1976, the train will have

Traffic deaths 
rising at rate 
of five an hour

Traffic deaths rose at a rate of nearly 
five an hour in the first hours of the New 
Year’s holiday weekend and fires 
claimed an alarming number of lives. 


Traffic accidents increased sharply in 
the early hours of the holiday period, 
coming on the heels of 412 traffic deaths 
over the Christmas weekend — the 
lowest toll on record for a four-day Yule 
holiday. 


The National Safety Council had es­ 
timated between 350 and 400 persons 
would die in traffic accidents during the 
102-hour New Year’s holiday period, 
which began at 6 p.m. local time 
Wednesday and ends at midnight Sunday. 


A survey at mid-morning showed that 
187 had died in traffic. Other accidental 
deaths were tabulated as follows: fires, 
63; plane crashes, 3; other, 12; total 265.

Official census 
tally may raise 
county's totals

State Department of Finance computers are expected to com­ 
plete processing over 100,000 IBM cards — comprising special 
county census data for as many households in the county - to 
provide official census figures for Santa Barbara County “in a 
month or so." 
This estimate was made by Clifford Pauley, County Planning 
Department population analyst, who coordinated the five-week 
special countywide census which ended Thanksgiving weekend. 
Preliminary figures showing an estimated new county popula­ 
tion of 200.000 was sufficient for redistricting. but firm figures are 
still to emerge, following insertion of new data for some cities 
after editing of enumerators’ returns by Pauley and staff, along 
with state computerization 
Since the close of enumeration, Pauley said his staff has ‘picked 
up" some 500 additional persons in the Santa Barbara-Montecito 
area who were missed He said it has also come to light that the 
county in the Santa Maria-Orcutt area has been found to be “about 
700 short" due to an “adding error" by census people in the north 
county area. 
The changes could bring the county total up to well over 281,000, 
it was thought, and more in line with previous County Planning 


Department estimates not only for the county, but for those areas 
as well. 
Because of these changes affecting the Santa Barbara and Santa 
Maria areas - and others of more minor import - Pauley says he 
doesn’t wish to give out revised unofficial figures for city and 
county areas until state processing is completed 
However, he said that the census results do show Santa Ynez 
Valley, Goleta Valley and Vandenberg Air Force Base have 
greater population than earlier estimated by the state and county a 
year ago. with other areas "having the same or less" than es­ 
timates indicated. Carpinteria and Lompoc areas have come out 
below estimates, with Santa Maria-Orcutt area possibly slightly 
below estimates, and Guadalupe and Cuyama Valley "about the 
same" as previous estimates 
The IBM cards going to the state for processing contain a great 
amount of information other than head-counting Important infor­ 
mation regarding family size, housing, family income, and 
economic trends will be forthcoming and will be valuable to county 
planning and other agencies 
The county had budgeted $131,000 for the census task - including 
city help - and the coat “may be a bit less," said Pauley The con­ 
tract with the state totals $9,569, and for this the state agency

A women's training prograih 
concept recently approved by 
the Santa Barbara County 
Board of Supervisors would in­ 
volve “apprenticeship training 
for non-traditional women’s 
jobs."

Clement said a staff recom­ 
mendation to the CETA Plann­ 
ing Council was for expenditure 
of $50.000 for the proposed 
women's program. 


Korean new year 


HONG KONG (UPI) - North 
Korean President Kim II Sung 
called on his nation to be fully 
prepared because the United 
States and South Korea “are 
ceaselessly maneuvering to 
provoke a new war" in the 
divided peninsula. 
In his New Year’s Day ad­ 
dress, Kim also said the North 
Koreans must accelerate the 
building of socialism in 1976, 
give support to their com­ 
patriots in South Korea and 
strengthen ties with world 
revolutionary forces. 
“We are building socialism 
under the circumstances in 
which the U.S. imperialists and 
their lackeys are ceaselessly 
maneuvering to provoke a new 
war,” Kim said in his address, 
carried by the official newspa­ 
per Rodong Sinmun and trans­ 
mitted by the New China News 
Agency. 


Miki likes treaty 


TOKYO (UPI) - Prim e 
M inister Takeo Miki said 
Thursday he hopes a China- 
Japan friendship treaty — 
strongly opposed by the Soviet 
Union — will be signed this 
year. 
“I would like to make this the 
year for signing the China- 
Japan peace and friendship 
treaty," Miki said in the prime 
m inister’s traditional New 
Year’s news conference. 
“If progress can be made in 
these negotiations, there is no 
reason for the China-Japan 
relationship to go stagnant." 


However, in view of previous 
action of the CETA Planning 
Council in failing to approve a 
motion for support of the

As prime sponsor of CETA, 
the county through its Board of 
Supervisors can designate the 
funding it desires for the 
project, should the CETA coun­ 
cil balk at approving a funding 
amount. The proposed project 
is a state project. 
The County Commission on 
the Status of Women and the 
County League of Women 
Voters teamed up last month to 
urge the county supervisors to 
endorse the project known as 
“Careers Unlimited." At their 
request, the supervisors went 
on record as supporting it in 
concept for funding during the 
next CETA funding period, 
leaving it up to the CETA coun­ 
cil to recommend a sum. 
Clement said that if $50,000 is 
provided as his staff recom­ 
mended it would seem likely 
the state would match the sum. 
The supervisors felt the $50,000 
allotment from the $233,755 in 
CETA Title I monies was a 
proper figure. 


The CETA council recently 
had taken action to distribute 
additional available funding for 
fiscal year 1975-76 “to present 
programs on the basis of effec­ 
tiveness with special monies 
for supportive services."

BALTIMORE (UPI) - U.S. 
Attorney Jervis Finney says he 
and Justice Department offi­ 
cials are not sure how to res­ 
pond to a federal judge’s de­ 
mand that he divulge tes­ 
timony taken during the investi­ 
gation of former Vice President 
Spiro Agnew. 
U.S. District Judge June 
Green told Finney last week he 
had until Jan. 9 to give her 
statements by investment bank­ 
er I.H. "Bud" Hammerman 
and engineers Allen Green, 
Lester Matz and Jerome Wolff. 
“ I’ve talked with Justice 
Department officials and con­ 
ferred here but no decisions 
have been made,” Finney said.

Finney has opposed public 
disclosure of Agnew material 
on grounds it overlaps and 
would compromise current in­ 
vestigations. including that of 
indicted Gov.

day. 
Welch. 46, was shot and killed 
outside his home in Athens Dec. 
23 as he and his wife, Kiki, 
returned from a Christmas 
party. The assailants have not 
been found. 


The killing occurred after 
Welch was identified as a CIA 
agent by an English-language 
newspaper in Athens. 


Immediately after the mur­ 
der, Ford directed that Welch 
be buried in Arlington, normal­ 
ly the last resting place for the 


nation's military killed in com­ 
bat. 
A White House spokesman to­ 
day said the burial would, bar­ 
ing last-minute changes, be 
held Tuesday. 
When asked if the President 
would be in attendance, the

The burial has been delayed 
because Welch’s wife was in a 
Naples, Italy hospital and too ill 
to return to the United States.

Terry Sanford 
and Republican Ronald Reagan 
came by for the checks, Neeley 
said. 
Bentsen received the most, 
$492,030, while Sanford got 
$214,050. All the other candi­ 
dates who picked up their 
checks today received $100,000. 
He said the remaining checks 
for Democrats Jimmy Carter, 
Fred Harris, Sargent Shriver 
and George Wallace would be 
mailed out later today. Each of 
them will receive $100,000. 
The eight candidates who 
received $100,00 afe claiming 
additional funds of $4.3 million, 
but FEC auditors are still, 
reviewing the claims so the 
$100,000 represents an initial 
payment. 
To qualify, a candidate must 
first raise at least $100,000 in 
donations of $250 or less, in­ 
cluding at least $5,000 in each of 
20 states.

Camping trek ends 
in tragedy for boys 


CAMP PENDLETON (UPI) 
— Andrew O'Toole and John 
Erickson were on a camping 
trip and wandered into a 
Marine Corps training area to 
play.

The accident took place a few 
miles south of the San Clemente 
home of former President 
Richard Nixon. 
The boys were camping with 
their families on a portion of 
the Camp Pendleton beach, 
along the Pacific Ocean. 
They wandered into a desert­ 
ed troop training qrea and "ap­ 
parently found something and 
were playing with it,” a Marine 
spokesman said. 
The explosion was caused by 
“some kind of military muni­ 
tion,” he said. The type - 
grenade, shell, land mine, 
demolition charge or other ex­ 
plosive — was not determined 
immediately. 
He said there are live mines 
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in some training areas of the 
base but none was believed to 
be planted in the area where the 
boys were blown up. Ordinance 
experts were investigating 
One of the boys was killed in­ 
stantly and the other died soon 
after. 
Their bodies were found by 
their older brothers — Martin 
O’Toole, 17. and Daniel Erick­ 
son, 18 — who heard the explo­ 
sion but did not see what hap­ 
pened.

The 95-mile trip from her 
farm at Gettysburg, Pa., to the 
big military hospital was her 
third hospitalization in 10 
months, a spokesman said. 
The 79-year-old former first 
lady has been ailing for some 
time. She had hospital treat­ 
ment in August, Ga., in March 
for an intestinal ailment, which 
recurred and sent her to Walter 
Reed for more treatment. 
After Wednesday’s arrival, 
Mrs. Eisenhower was given a 
private room and medical tests 
were made.

New laws touch 
most Californians 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
lives of most Californians will 
be touched somehow beginning 
today as more than 1,000 new 
state laws take effect 
The product of the 1975 
legislature and Gov. Edmund 
G Brown J r.’s first year in of­ 
fice. the new statutes include a 
highly publicized relaxation of 
marijuana penalties and an end 
to criminal laws designed to 
regulate the private sexual 
behavior of consenting adults. 
Among the new laws — big 
and small — that will affect the 
wav Californians Jive are these: 


MARIJUANA - Provides a 
traffic ticket-style citation and 
maximum $100 fine for posses­ 
sion of an ounce or less of 
marijuana 
For mere posses­ 
sion of larger quantities, felony 
penalties of up to 10 years in 
prison are relaxed to a max­ 
imum six months in jail and 
$500 fine 


SEX — Ends criminal sanc­ 
tions against adultery and 
various sex acts, including 
homosexual acts, between con­ 
senting persons over age 18 in 
private. 


PRISON - Requires manda­ 
tory term s in state prison for 
drug dealers convicted of pos­ 
sessing a half-ounce or more of 
heroin and for criminals who 
use guns in the commission of 
robberies, 
kidnapings, 
rapes 
and other serious crimes. TTiis 
ends the chance of probation, 
suspended sentences or short­ 
term jail sentences for these of­ 
fenders. 


WELFARE - Abolishes the 
last vestige of the “ responsible 
re la tiv e s ” law w hich has 
required adult children to con­ 
tribute financially to the sup­ 
port of their welfare parents. 


TIPS — Allows waitresses, 
busboys and others to keep all 
of their tips without being as­ 
sessed 25 cents an hour from 
the minimum wage by their 
employer. 


DISCRIMINATION - De­ 
c lares that girls and boys 
should be given equal oppor­ 
tunities. although not necessari­ 
ly equal financing, in school 
athletic 
programs, 
including 
public schools, community col­ 
leges and the state colleges. 
Another measure makes it il­ 
legal for landlords to discrimi­ 
nate on the basis of sex or 
m arital status. A third law pre­ 
vents employment discrim i­ 
natio n 
ag a in st 
recovered 
cancer patients. 


ORGANS — Orders that new 
driver licenses contain a space 
where individuals can specify 
their desire to donate bodily 
organs for transplant in the 
event of death.

CONTRACEPTIVES - Per­ 
mits doctors to dispense birth 
control prescriptions to minors 
without parental consent.

It also is re-election time for 
the 99-member Assembly and 
half of the 40-member Senate.

Southern California doctors 
head the list of those demand­ 
ing quick legislative attention. 
Overwhelmed by rapidly es­ 
calating rates for malpractice 
insurance, physicians promise 
a New Year’s slowdown to pres­ 
sure for relief. 
Key Brown administration of­ 
ficials dug around during the 
holidays trying to find a solu­ 
tion that would appease the doc­ 
tors, but turned up nothing that 
brought ready acceptance. 
The legislature last year 
found itself deeply divided over 
the problem, and the major new 


reform law of the 1975 session 
was dismissed an inadequate 
even before it took force. 
On taxes, Sen. Arlen Gregori- 
o, D-San Mateo, says he will 
seek a Senate override vote 
first thing Monday on Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr.’s veto of a 
$34 million liquor tax increase. 
The proposed tax, six cents on 
a fifth of whiskey and two cents 
on a six-pack of beer, would be 
funneled into alcoholism treat­ 
ment. Brown remains strongly 
opposed to the bill because it 
would increase a “general” 
tax.

Mills, D-San Diego, plans 
another try at approving his 
controversial bill to raise the 
state gasoline tax from seven to 
nine cents per gallon, generat­ 
ing an extra $218 million for 
highways and mass transit. 
The bill passed the Senate 
last year but stalled in the As­ 
sembly Ways ami Means Com­ 
mittee 
Again, Brown is op­ 
posed and so is Assembly 
Speaker Leo T. McCarthy, D* 
San Francisco 
On the environmental front, a 
plan to severely restrict deve­ 
lopment along the 1,073-mile 
seashore already has stirred 
the sparks of controversy. 
The 443-page proposal, called 
the California Coastal Plan, is 
the product of coastline com­ 
missions which voters created 
with passage of a 1972 in­ 
itiative. It would impose new 
limits and environmental re­ 
quirements on seaside building 
and development, and it calls 
for an $180 million bond issue to 
buy land for public beaches. 
The battle for passage shapes 


up as a classic struggle between 
labor and business economic in­ 
terests vs. conservationists, 
perhaps a replay of the 1972 
legislative tug-of-war. Veteran 
Sierra Club lobbyist John 
Zierold warns his members that 
it “will be a real alley brawl.” 
The chief provisions of the 
plan will be carried by powerful 
Senate Finance Committee 
Chairman 
Anthony 
C. 
Beilenson. D-Los Angeles. His 
committee is considered a 
major hurdle for the proposal. 
If the plan is not enacted by 
the end of the year, the 
statewide coastal commission 
and its six regional commis­ 
sions, which have regulated 
seacoast development since 
February 1973, will go out of ex- 
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istence, turning control of the 
coast back to local government 
agencies. 
Another major environmen­ 
talist-sought land use bill to 
protect agricultural land 
against urbanization is awaiting 
consideration on the Assembly 
floor. 
Sponsored by Assembly Re­ 
sources Committee Chairman 
Charles Warren, D-Los 
Angeles, the measure would 
virtually ban development on 
California’s remaining 12 


million acres of prime food- 
producing land. 
Also expected during the ses­ 
sion is a drive by some rural 
legislators to force modifica­ 
tions in the four-month-old 
state Agricultural Labor Rela­ 
tions Act, the subject of bitter 
controversy among farm work­ 
er unions and growers. 
Supporters of a proposal to 
ban private ownership of hand­ 
guns are seeking to spotlight 
their cause through legislative 
debate this month,

LISBON, Portugal (UPI) - 
T!ie killing of three protesters 
in a New Year’s Day shootout 
between national guardsmen 
and left-wing demonstrators at 
an Oporto prison today threat­ 
ened to trigger a new wave of 
street violence. 


Many of the leftists who par­ 
ticipated in the Oporto protest 
met this morning to discuss 
new ways to press their de­ 
mands in the aftermaüí of the 
shooting. 
Tbree protesters were killed 
and six wounded Thursday 
when the paramilitary Republi­ 
can National Guard opened fire 
into an estimated 2,000 rock- 
throwing leftists massed out­ 
side Custoias prison, a military 
spokesman said.

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Venezuelan nationalized oil 'too high' 


CARACAS. Venezuela (UPI) 
~ VenezMla’s nationalized oil 
industry today began looking 
for buyers for half a million 
barrels of oil a day which inter­ 
national oil companies rejected 
as too high-priced to allow them 
a profit margin. 


The international oil com­ 
panies, whose $4-7 billion assets 
were nationalized Thursday in 
the biggest peacetime takeover 
of foreign investment in his­ 
tory. purchased only 1.5 million 
barrels a day, half a million 
less than the Venezuelan 
government 1976 export goal. 


The sales contracts formed 
part of a negotiated nationaliza­ 
tion which included compensa­ 
tion payments of over $1 billion 
for the unamortized part of the 
companies’ assets as well as 
contracts to supply technical 
assistance to the state-run in­ 
dustry. 


President Carlos Andres 
“f*er«t. tn an address to the na­ 


tion after he formally nation­ 
alized the industry, world’s 
third largest exporter after 
Saudi Arabia and Iran, said 
Venezuela would not lower its 
prices in order to sell more oil, 


"The definition has obliged a 
sacrifice in volume which 
otherwise could be placed on 
the market," Perez said. "A 
solid price is more important 
than selling a greater quantity 
of barrels, ceding to the pres­ 
sure of the companies with a 
dangerous weakening of the 
Organization of the Petroleum 
Exporting Countries." 


Venezuela had hoped to reach 
two-year sales agreements with 
Exxon. Shell, Gulf and other 
former concession-holders in 
Venezuela to place around two 
million barrels per day. 'Hiis 
amount was estimated to cover 
75 per cent of Venezuela’s 1976 
budget of |7.7 billion. The com­ 
panies, however, ha Iked at the 
prices set by the government 


which averaged around 20-25 
cents above their offers. 
Instead they committed them­ 
selves to only 1.5 million 
barrels daily. The average 
price asked by the Venezuelans 
is reportedly near $12 a barrel. 


An OPEC resolution drafted 
in Vienna Dec. 20, before 
terrorists interrupted the oil 
ministers’ conference, pledged 
that the cartel’s other 12 
members would not allow the 
oil companies to replace crude 
exported by Venezuela at 1975 
levels with oil produced in their 
territories or replace Venezue­ 
lan oil in its traditional 
markets. 


Venezuela has been the single 
largest supplier of U.S. oil im­ 
ports since 1928, shipping 
around 1.2 million barrels per 
day of crude and fuel oil to the 
U.S. East Coast.

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Farm decline continues, but crops still setting records 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
number of farms in the nation 
continued a long decline during 
1975, but the trend apparently 
hasn’t affected the ability of 
remaining farmers to produce 
record crops. 
Agriculture Department sta­ 
tisticians say they estimate 
there were a total of 2.786 
million farms in the nation on 
New Year’s day. down 22,000 or 
1 per crit fraii Jan. 1, 1975. 
This followed a decline of the 
same amount during the 
previous year. 
The decline left farm num­ 
bers 14.5 per cent below the 
1.257 million of a decade ago. 


But fanners in 1975, according 
to other government records, 
turned out another all-time 
record harvest, up 28 per cent 
from the crop volume of a 
decade earlier. 
One factor offsetting the con­ 
tinuing decline in farm 
numbers, according to the 
Agriculture Department New 
Year’s estimate, is the fact that 
farms are growing larger as 
numbers drop. The average 
farm as of Jan. 1,1976, had 389 
acres, up 3 acres from a year 
earlier and 47 acres from a 
decade earlier. 
Experts pointed out, mean­ 
while. that the farm numbers 


listed in current estimates will 
be reduced drastically by late 
1976 or early 1977 after analysts 
get returns from a 1974 Census 
of Agriculture. This is because 
the government has adopted a 
new and more restrictive 
definition of farms, and many 
of the places counted as farms 
in current statistics will be ex­ 
cluded when the figures are 
revised. 
Agriculture experts said they 
could not be certain, but they 
expect that use of the new 
definition will produce a 16 to 20 
per cent cut in their estimates 
of total farm numbers. 
To analysts review ing 


agriculture solely as a produc­ 
tive industry, the cut in total 
farm numbers produced by a 
new definition will have com­ 
paratively little impact. The 
key numbers for these experts 
involve the commercial scale 
farms — about 1 million — 
which produce most of the 
nation’s food and fiber. Esti­ 
mates of these farms have long 
been available in statistical 
breakdowns of farms according 
to the value of their crop and 
livestock sales. 
Records going back over the 
past several decades indicate 
that while total farm numbers 
have been declining as small 


farms go out of business, the 
number of farms included in the 
top sales classes of 940,000 an­ 
nually and more has been in­ 
creasing 
The Agriculture 
Department's Jan. 1,1976, farm 
number estimate showed one 
state, Pennsylvania, with more 
farms than a year earlier — 
73,000 compared with 72,000. In 
29 others, farm numbers were 
unchanged from last New 
Year's day wh’ie 20 others 
showed declines ranging from a 
loss of 100 farms in Arizona, 
Wyoming and New Mexico to a 
drop of 5,000 in estimates for 
North Carolina. 
Farm numbers in some 


leading states, with 1975 esti­ 
mates shown in parentheses, in­ 
cluded: 


Alabama 77.000 (unchanged) 
Arkansas 69,000 (unchanged) 
California 63.000 (unchanged) 
Colorado 29,500 (unchanged)

105.000 (106.000); Iowa 135,000 
(136.000); Kansas 79,000 
(78.000); Kentucky 124,000 
(125.000); Louisiana 47,000 (un­ 
changed).

Israel (U PI) - Israeli reports say 
Foreign Minister Yigal Allon is calling for infor­ 
mal talks with Jordanian officials and West 
Bank notables in an effort to reach an interim 
peace agreement 
There is such a line of thinking." a foreign 
ministry spokesman said Thursday, but he 
declined to confirm the report in the newspaper 
Ma'ariv. 
The newspaper said Allon was airing his plan 
inside the government as a prelude to his and 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin's trips to 
Washington 
Government officials said the idea of peace 
talks with Jordan is not new. but Allon's thinking 
was to include Arab leaders from occupied 
Jordan in any talks from the outset of any such 
negotiations. 
Ma ariv said Allon's aim was to counter the 
standing of the Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion by giving other spokesmen more weight 
King Hussein of Jordan has said he would not 
negotiate with Israel about the fate of the oc­ 
cupied West Bank because of the October. 1974, 
agreement among Arab leaders meeting in 
Morocco to recognize the PLO as sole represen­ 
tative of the 650.000 Palestinans living there. 


Defense Minister Shimon Peres said in an in­ 
terview a week ago that Israel was already 
carrying out day-to-day talks with Palestinian 
leaders from the occupied territories. 
Israel captured the WestBank from Jordan in 
1967 
Allon was scheduled to visit Washington Jan 7 
for talks to prepare for the scheduled Jan 12 
U N. Security Council debate on the Middle 
East. 
Israeli leaders have said they would boycott 
the debate because the PLO has been invited. 
Rabin's trip was scheduled from Jan. 27 to 
Feb 4 and included plans to meet with President 
Ford and other U.S. leaders.

— The central bureau of statistics said there 
were 20.000 new immigrants in Israel in 1975, 
compared with 32.000 in 1974. The gap reflected 
a drop of emigration from the Soviet Union from

Some hospitals begin turning 
away all but emergency cases 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - Many Southern 
California doctors started the New Year by sl­ 
owing down or stopping their practices in 
protest over the increased cost of malpractice 
insurance. Some hospitals began turning away 
non-emergency cases. 
More talks were scheduled today between 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. and leaders of the 
protesting physicians 
The doctors began their action Thursday 
because the price of malpractice insurance has 
increased 327 per cent and has hit some doctors 
with yearly premiums of $36,000 or more. 
Doctors said they could not pay the premiums, 
causing their insurance to lapse at midnight 
Wednesday. They said they would not risk prac­ 
ticing — or in some cases, accept new patients 
— without coverage. 
In the San Fernando Valley, a suburban area 
of Los Angeles where the militant doctors were 
particularly strong, some private hospitals 
began turning away non-emergency cases, as 
spokesmen had warned they would be forced to 
do. 
At the 600-bed Brotman Memorial Hospital, a 
spokesman said only emergency patients would 
be accepted for surgery until the crisis ends. 


patients arriving by ambulance Thursday 
were examined by a panel of staff physicians. 
Those with non-emergency injuries, such as 
broken legs, were “stabilized" and sent to the 
nearest public hospital, a spokesman said. 
Staff doctors at government-operated 
hospitals, covered under group policies, were 
not affected immediately by the premium in­ 
crease 
A survey of 61 general practitioners, of the 
20,000 physicians in the area, turned up 10 who 
said they would not open their offices Monday 
and five who were uncertain. Of the other 46, 
half said they would not accept new patients, 
leaving about one-third of the sample practicing 
normally. 
The largest public hospital in the area, the 
2,000-bed County USC Medical Center, said there 
had been no noticeable increase in referrals 
from private hospitals in the first day of the 
strike. 
At Cedars of Lebanon Hospital, a spokesman 
said conditions were normal for a holiday. 
“ Babies are being bom here just as they always 
are,” he said. 
“ Nothing can stop that.” 


G overnm ent denies recruiting V iets, 


ex-G IS for undercover arm y in A n g o la 


BOSTON (U PI) — Some American ex- 
servicemen and South Vietnamese are being 
recruited into “ the CIA’s undercover ‘army’” 
for Angola. The Christian Science Monitor 
reported today. The government said it's not so. 


In Washington, both the White House and the 
State Department issued statements saying the 
story was untrue and “totally without founda­ 
tion.” 


The front-page story by David Anable was 
based on “ contacts with senior mercenary of­ 
ficers familiar with the situation both in Angola 
and the United States.” 


“ According to these sources, who are close to 
the U.S. Central Intelligence Agency, the CIA is 
indirectly recruiting American ex-servicemen, 
training them, dispatching them to southern 
Africa, contributing towards their pay (via 
funds for Zaire and Angola’s two proWest fac­ 
tions) and providing them and the indigenous 
forces with light and heavy weaponry,” the arti­ 
cle said. 
“ Some 300 Americans are already operating 


within Angola,” the sources said. “They all left 
the U.S. within the past three months or so.” 


The Monitor said it was told a second group 
underwent a “ refresher course at Ft. Benning, 
Ga .’’ last week, “including weapons training, 
interrogation techniques and the Portugese 
language.” That group was said to “ready to go 
as soon as the CIA can obtain further funds.” 


The second group “ includes 15 South Viet­ 
namese” said to be radio operators, making it 
“difficult for the other side to understand any in­ 
tercepted messages.” 


The sources said the mercenaries “have come 
from all across the states, brought together in 
their CIA-sponsored enterprise by an assort­ 
ment of people and organizations. 


“They are united by a fierce opposition to 
communism, a desire for excitement or money, 
and a marketable commodity — their military 
experience,” the article said. 


“Together they are the CIA’s undercover ‘ar­ 
my.’” 


Liberty Bell m oved after 2 2 3 years 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - For the first 
time in 223 years, the Liberty Bell has a new 
home. 


In a midnight ceremony New Year’s Eve, the 
Bell was moved from its home in Independence 
Hall to a new $1 million steel and glass pavilion 
100 yards away. 


City officials built the pavilion because 
Independence Hall cannot handle the flow of 
tourists expected to visit Philadelphia during the 
Bicentennial year. 


Thousands of persons showed up for the 
ceremonies despite heavy rains and chilling 
winds. 


Many lit candles when the city extinquished 
street lights in the vicinity to dramatize the 
Bell’s 20-minute journey. 


Several workmen towed the Bell behind a 
procession of dignitaries and the 3rd Infantry 
Regiment Fife and Drum Corps dressed in Con­ 
tinental Army uniforms. 
The Bell’s original yoke was intact on its new 


metal frame, and the pavilion was opened of­ 
ficially to visitors following a special service. 


The Bell, brought here from London in 1752 to 
commemorate Pennsylvania’s 50th an­ 
niversary, has had a history of misfortune. 


It cracked when it was first tested. The crack 
was repaired and the Bell was rung during the 
first public reading of the Declaration of 
Independence on July 8, 1776. 


But on July 8, 1835, the Bell cracked again 
while tolling the funeral procession for Chief 
Justice John Marshall. The crack widened when 
it tolled for the last time in 1846 on the anniver­ 
sary of George Washington’s birth. 


There was further concern about the move 
because the Bell had not left Independence Hall 
since it was taken through the streets of 
Philadelphia during a Liberty Loan parade in 
1917. 


Before that, it had not left the hall since 1777 
when it was taken briefly to Allentown, Pa., to 
protect it from invading British forces.

Ja n e 's says Soviet fleet has greatest fire power 


LONDON (UPI) — The Soviet navy has the 
greatest fire power of any fleet that ever has ex­ 
isted, but it might be hard pushed to fight a long 
conventional war, the editor of Jane’s Fighting 
Ships said today. 


Capt. John Moore, a former deputy chief of 
British naval intelligence and current editor of 
the authoritative “Jane’s Fighting Ships,” said 
American seamanship is almost certainly better 
than that of the Russians. 


In a new book he has written, "The Soviet 
Navy Today,” Moore said: “The Soviet navy is 
the most potent in fire power of any fleet that 
ever existed." 


“ American seamanship is almost certainly 
better.” Moore said, “ But Russia can menace 
all the sea lanes of the world and could do so all 


the more easily if she were to gain bases in 
Angola.” 


He said available evidence suggests that the 
standard of maintenance is mediocre, but Soviet 
navy ships remain at sea for long periods. 


In a preface to the book. Prof. John Erickson, 
Director of Defense Studies at Edinburgh 
University and one of Britain’s leading 
authorities on Soviet forces, refers to the 
emphasis on convoy maneuvers during the 
Soviet navy’s exercises last spring. 


“Since Soviet interest in their own convoyed 
shipping can only be minimal in view of their 
general self-sufficiency, it can only be assumed 
that this phase represented a method of in­ 
vestigating attack procedures against Western 
shipping," Erickson said.

DALLAS (U PI) — The “ shoestring play,” looked good on 
the drawing board but didn’t get off the ground at the Cotton 
Bowl. • 
“ I guess.’’ said Georgia Coach Vince Dooley, “ that we 
should have just run out the clock instead.” 
The trick play backfired in the final seconds of the first 
half Thursday, reversed the momentum of the Cotton Bowl 
game and sent Arkansas, outplayed during the first half, to a 
31-10 win over the Bulldogs. 
If the play had worked, Georgia might have had a 17-3 lead 
at the half. But the Bulldogs fumbled. Arkansas recovered at 
the Georgia 13 and scored the tying touchdown on a one-yard 
run by Ike Forte with less than 20 seconds left in the half. 
“ Of course.” said Georgia quarterback Ray Goff, “every­ 
one will second guess as to whether it should have been, 
called at that time. The shoestring play could have been a 


great one or a sorry one. And it turned out to be sorry.” 
Arkansas thus had scored 10 points in the final minute of 
the first half thanks to two Georgia turnovers (backup 
quarterback Matt Robinson had previously fumbled to set up 
an Arkansas field goal by Steve Little). 


Arkansas took control in the second half and used a 35-yard 
pass from Scott Bull to flanker Freddie Douglas to set up the 
go ahead touchdown—a one-yard run by Rolland Fuchs with 
11 minutes to play in the game. 


The Razorbacks scored twice more on a one-yard run by 
Michael Forrest and a five-yard run by Forte, who gained 
119 yards on 24 carries and was voted the leading offensive 
player. 
Georgia was held to two first downs and 60 total yards in 
the second half.

Bruin win no surprise 


MIAMI (U PI) — The Oklahoma Sooners may have won a 
lot more than a bowl game. 
The Sooners, ranked second behind Ohio State in the last 
national football college rankings, could wind up No. 1 today 
when the final ballots are counted. 
Oklahoma beat fourth-ranked Michigan 14-6 Thursday 
night in the Orange Bowl just a few hours after UCLA upset 
Ohio State 23-10 in the Rose Bowl. 
“ I ’d like to think we’re No. 1,” said Oklahoma Coach 
Barry Switzer. “ But I don’t know how the polls are going to 
come out.” 
Oklahoma quarterback Steve Davis, who pitched off for 
one touchdown and scored another himself, said knowing 
about Ohio State’s Rose Bowl loss “ gave us more incentive. 
This was the Super Bowl for us. We knew we had to perform 
well. I think we deserve to be No. 1.” 
Oklahoma, losing only to Kansas in an upset in a 11-1 
season, was making its first bowl appearance in three years 
and its first television appearance in more than two because 


of NCAA probation. 
A 40-yard pass from Davis to Tinker Owens was followed 
by a pitchout to Billy Brooks on a 39-yard end-around and Ok­ 
lahoma was on its way to victory and that probable national 
championship. 
Davis, a senior who directed Oklahoma to a 32-1-1 record 
during his three years at quarterback, keyed the Sooners’ 
other scoring drive — a 68-yard march in which he ran eight, 
12.16 and 10 yards, the last for a touchdown on the opening 
play of the final period. 
Michigan’s six points were a gift. Backed up to their two, 
the Sooners fumbled and Gordon Bell scored on a two-yard 
plunge with 7:06 left in the game. Michigan tried to run for 
two points but failed. 
All-America Leroy Selmon, who anchored the Sooner front 
four with his brother Dewey, said the Sooners had “ a tough 
time” with Michigan’s running attack early in the game. 
"Then we began to see what they were doing and made them 
pass.”

Bruins meet 
Irish on tv 


PASADENA (U PI) - “ We were a little more 
confident and a little healthier this time,” UCLA 
quarterback John Sciarra said after directing 
the underdog Bruins to a shocking 23-10 victory 
over Ohio State in the Rose Bowl Thursday. 
“ At half time, there was no emotional talk. 
It's not a rahrah game. 
“ Besides, why should we be discouraged? We 
were the big underdogs and we only trailed 3-0. 
Our offense hadn’t had a chance to move the ball 
yet.” 
Sciarra was voted the player of the game after 
completing 13 of 19 passes for 212 yards and two 
touchdowns. 
“ Defensively,” the Bruin quarterback con­ 
tinued, “ We did a great job against their offense. 
Offensively, in the first half we saw a defense we 
hadn’t seen before. Ohio State was using an 
eight-man front. We had to make some technical 
adjustments at half time.” 
Although his Bruins probably cost Ohio State 
the national championship, Bruin coach Dick 
Vermeil said he felt the Buckeyes were probably 
“ the best team in the nation over a 12-game 
schedule. 
“ I would put us somewhere in the top five,” he 


added 
Wendell Tyler, UCLA’s rushing star who broke 
the game open with a 54-yard touchdown burst in 
the final period, said the difference between the 
Bruins who lost to Ohio State 41-20 Oct. 4 and the 
Bruins who beat Ohio State in the Rose Bowl was 
“ motivation.” 
“Nobody gave us a chance,” Tyler said. 
“That’s what made us want to win. I want 
everybody in America to know we're not only 
recognized in basketball but we do have a foot­ 
ball team, too.” 
Woody Hayes, Ohio State’s moody football 
coach, refused to talk to reporters after the 
game and also ordered his players and assistant 
coaches to withhold comment from newsmen. 
Steve Snapp. the Buckeyes' assistant sports in­ 
formation director, simply relayed a terse 
Hayes statement to the media. 
“ UCLA simply played a great game,” Snapp 
reported Hayes said. “ They just beat us.” 
Big Ten Commissioner Wayne Duke also had 
little to say. 
“ I am really reluctant to talk with you about 
the game,” Duke said. “That’s a responsibility 
of the Ohio State people.” 


Sooners say they're No. 1 


Griffin had 
broken hand 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - Two-time 
Heisman Trophy winner Archie Griffin 
suffered a broken bone in his left hand 
during the early part of the Rose Bowl 
game Thursday and will not be playing in 
the Hula Bowl. 
Steve Snapp, Ohio State assistant 
sports information director, said Griffin, 
a senior tailback, apparently broke the 
bone sometime in the first quarter but 
the injury was not discovered until after 
the game. 
“It bothered him somewhat during the 
game,” Snapp said, “and after the game 
we decided to have it x-rayed.” 
Griffin’s arm was put in a cast and 
Snapp said he would be out of commis­ 
sion for about two to three weeks. 


Cowboy defense 
bothers Jackson 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - Harold 
Jackson burned the Dallas Cowboys by 
catching four touchdown passes in 1973. 
The Los Angeles Rams won 37-31. 
But he didn’t burn the Cowboys when 
the teams met this season and the Rams 
lost 18-7. He’ll get another crack at 
Dallas when Los Angeles and the Cow­ 
boys meet for the NFC title here Sunday. 
“This Dallas team is particularly hard 
to break into the open on,” said Jackson. 
“The Cowboys have multiple defenses... 
all kinds of zones and coverages. I have a 
high respect for any team Tom Landry 
coaches. The Cowboys always have good 
depth in their defensive backfield so they 
never seem to be bothered by injuries 
there like other clubs.” 
Jackson caught a 66-yard touchdown 
pass from Ron Jaworski as Los Angeles 
beat the St. Louis Cardinals 35-23 in the 
first round of the NFL playoffs. 
Although they’ve never made it to the 
Super Bowl, the Rams think their playoff 
experience is a valuable asset. They’re 
in the playoffs for the third straight 
season. 
“ I never thought too much about it un­ 
til after my first playoff game,” said 15- 
year pro Joe Scibelli, a mainstay in the 
Ram offensive line. “We lost and then 
the significance of the game dawned on 
me. 
“ You have to prepare for a playoff 
game more than you do for a game dur­ 
ing the regular season. Everything you 
do in practice or meetings takes on an 
added significance. The experience of 
having teen in the playoffs is being 
reflected in the preparations the Rams 
are making this week. 
“ We know just how much we’ve 
thrown away by losing and we don’t want 
to do it again. If you haven’t been in the 
playoffs, you don’t really get that gut 
feeling.” 
Ironically, Ram punter Duane Carrell 
thought he was the Cowboys’ punter 
when he reported last summer. He 
joined them midway in 1974 as a refugee 
from Jacksonville of the World Football 
League. 
But Dallas brought in rookie Mitch 
Hoopes from the University of Arizona 
this season and he won the job the week 
before the last exhibition game. 
“ For about four days I was wondering 
what was going on,” Carrell recalled. “ I 
called the St. Louis Cardinals but they’d 
picked up Jeff West the day before. I 
thought of calling the Rams but I didn’t 
think there was much of a chance 
because they’d just signed Jim McCann. 
But I called Chuck Knox anyway and he 
said to come right out. 
“ It was just a matter of being in the 
right place at the right time.” 


Brown quits coaching 
after 41-year career 


CINCINNATI (UPI) - Paul Brown, 
who coached the most victories in the 
history of football, quietly ended his 41- 
year coaching career Thursday night by 
retiring as head coach of the Cincinnati 
Bengals. 
Brown, 67, still spry and in good 
health, said he will continue as general 
manager of the Bengals, the National 
Football League team he helped form in 
1968. 
Brown picked assistant coach Bill 
Johnson to take over as head coach and 
hired Mike McCormack, who was fired 
last month as the Philadelphia Eagles’ 
head coach, to take Johnson’s place as 
offensive line coach. 
Brown’s coaching career started in 
1930 at Severn (Md.) Prep and later in­ 
cluded hifpi school, college, military and 
pro teams for an amazing record of 351- 
134-16. 
He was an innovator of “ scientific” 
football as it is played and coached to­ 
day.

Q. What does it cost a pro football team in traveling expenses 
for a player during the course of a season0 — Jerry Pang, El 
Cerrito, Calif. 
A. Complicated accounting procedures preclude a precise figure 
The average pro player travels a total of 25 days for ‘away 
games. His food runs $30 a day, his room averages $15 a night. 
Teams have to pay for buses to cart him around (hotel to stadium, 
etc ) trucks for equipment cartage at both ends. They take him to 
the movies the night before a game. There are plenty of tips, which 
the clubs pick up. They even have to rent screens for their film 
work. With charter planes, it’s a considerable financial load. 


Q. Is it true that San Diego State tried to get into the Pac-8 
Conference and was refused. I think their football team would do 
very well in that league. What do you think? 
Donald Smith, 
Sacramento, Calif. 
A. In 1971, rising football power San Diego State made applica­ 
tion informally to join the Pac-8, through a presentation by athletic 
director Ken Carr to the conference council. The Council voted not 
consider expansion then and advised Carr that further application 
should be expressed at the university presidential level, which 
hasn’t been done yet. The Aztecs undoubtedly could compete with 
most Pac-8 teams. So could San Jose State — this year, at least.

Postal dilemma 


Five years after Congress 
took the perennially deficit- 
ridden Post Office Depart­ 
ment out of politics and set up 
the supposedly self-supporting 
independent U.S. Postal Ser­ 
vice, the nation’s postal 
system seems to be in worse 
shape than ever. 
Postmaster 
General 
Benjamin F. Bailar has told 
Congress that the U.S. PosUl 
Service is in “grave” financial 
condition. A record deficit of 
$1.4 billion is forecast for this 
fiscal year. 
All this adds fuel to the argu­ 
ments of many who say that if 
the Postal Service can’t 
deliver the mail and make a 
profit, or break even, then 
maybe we had better think 
about 
letting private 
enterprise have a try. 
Already, private package 


delivery services have taken 
more than half of the parcel 
post business away from the 
Postal Service. They are 
presently prohibited by law 
from handling first-class mail. 


The major objection to let­ 
ting private companies into 
the letter delivery field is that 
they would naturally focus on 
the more profitable, con­ 
centrated, urban routes. What 
about the millions of 
Americans living on scattered 
and unprofitable rural routes? 


One of the economy mea­ 
sures the Postal Service is 
considering is the closing of a 
number of small, unprofitable 
post offices, and this prospect, 
more than anything else, has 
upset a lot of congressmen 
with rural constituencies. 
It may be time that we ac­ 


cept the fact that the Postal 
Service simply cannot be ex­ 
pected to do everything and 
still be self-supporting, and 
that government subsidization 
will always be necessary. 
Let the Postal Service con­ 
centrate on delivering the 
mail where private enterprise 
cannot do it more profitably, 
but where private enterprise 
can do it more dependably, 
more efficiently and no more 
expensively, let it freely com­ 
pete. 
As the situation is now, 
either we devise some sort of 
public-private postal mixture 
or we face even greater Postal 
Service deficits and the need 
for even higher government 
subsidies than at present, 
along 
with 
continued 
deterioration of postal ser­ 
vices for everybody.

U.S. sells itself out of armaments 


WASHINGTON - The United States 
has pumped so much emergency 
military equipment into Vietnam and 
Israel that its own arsenals are 
dangerously depleted. 
This is the conclusion of a secret audit, 
which claim s the arm s exports 
“ adversely affected overall U.S. 
readiness.” The ex­ 
plosive audit, con­ 
ducted by the General 
Accounting Office 
(GAO), charges that 
military supplies were 
borrowed from active 
U.S. units to meet the 
needs of our allies. 
Some critical items 
were rushed to Viet­ 
nam and Israel in spite 
of “ existing shor­ 
ta g e s ” 
w ith in 
America’s own armed 
forces. These crucial weapons allegedly 
were removed from U.S. bases, in­ 
cluding strategic ‘‘prepositioned” stocks 
in Europe. 
“Actions are currently under way to 
try to alleviate many of these shor­ 
tages,” states the audit, which was con­ 
cluded last month. But it adds grimly 
that “for such items as tanks, production 
capability is limited ... Thus, inventories 
for several important items will remain 


depleted for a long time.” 
During the 1972-74 period, declares the 
document, “the United States program­ 
med ... about $8.5 billion to support South 
Vietnam and Israel with military sup­ 
plies and equipment.” 
On three occasions, arms were poured 
into Vietnam on an emergency basis. 
This occurred in August, 1971, and again 
in June, 1972. 
Then, “as negotiations for a cease-fire 
in Southeast Asia progressed, it was an­ 
ticipated that the agreement might call 
for a moratorium on military equipment 
entering Vietnam. A special project was 
undertaken in October, 1972, to identify 
and expedite delivery of all the equip­ 
ment the United States wanted to get in­ 
country before such a deadline could be 
established.” 
Most of these supplies were abandoned 
a few months later by the retreating 
South Vietnamese. Indeed, the loss of 
U.S. equipment on overseas battlefields 
has been staggering. 
During the latest Arab-Israeli conflict 
in October, 1973, for example, "equip­ 
ment and supplies on both sides were 
consumed at astonishingly high rates. 
The Israeli inventories were reduced to 
such dangerous levels that Israel 
requested immediate assistance from 
the United States.” 
The Defense Department, caught

Israelis to document their needs. But 
they refused “to provide some such in­ 
form ation,’’ the study alleges. 
Therefore, “U.S. authorities had no basis 
on which to judge the criticality of items 
and amounts thereof requested by the 
Israelis.” 
Defense officials, nevertheless, filled 
most of Israel’s requests on blind faith, 
although this meant stripping certain 
U.S. units. Here are other highlights 
from the secret GAO report: 
— “The two principal types of tracked 
vehicles furnished to Vietnam and Israel 
in large quantities were tanks and APCs 
(armored personnel carriers). As of 
June 30.1974, the Army had a shortage of 
4,943 tanks and 1,822 APCs.” This 
reduced the inventory of tanks, for ex­ 
ample, 50 per cent below the minimum 
Army requirements. 
— The Army keeps equipment in 
Europe for U.S.-based troops, who would 
be airlifted across the Atlantic in case of 
an emergency. “To respond to Israel’s 
requirements,” states the study, “the 
Army withdrew 368 M-60 series tanks 
from this stock as well as 500 APCs.” 
This cut deeply into the stockpile that is 
supposed to be held in Europe for U.S. 
use. 
— Because of the shipments to Viet­ 
nam and Israel, according to the study, 
“the total requirements for APCs will 
not be satisfied until about 1980.” 
— Tactical radio components were fur­ 
nished to Israel during the Middle East 
war. The government auditors claim this 
“had the effect of further aggravating a 
critical shortage which had existed for 
several years.” 
— The Air Force also depleted its “on- 
hand, available stocks” to supply Israel, 
thus leaving itself "far short of the com­ 
puted 
war reserve requirements in 
several instances.” 
* 
— The Tactical Air Command, for ex­ 
ample, “was required to withdraw 34 F- 
4E aircraft from its active squadrons 
and to furnish them to Israel, thus in­ 
creasing TAC’s worldwide shortage to 
116 F-4 aircraft.” 
— During the 1973 Middle East war, 
400 Maverick air-to-ground missiles 
“were withdrawn from stock and sent to 
Israel.” This amounted to “50 per cent of 
the missiles on hand,” charges the 
report. 
— Another air-to-ground missile, the 
Shrike, is used chiefly to knock out the 
radar systems of antiaircraft missiles. 
“In October, 1973,” reports the GAO, 
“Israel requested slightly more than 
1,000 Shrike missiles. Although only 300 
Shrikes were delivered to Israel, at the 
time the Air Force had only 22 per cent 
of its requirements.” 


— The U.S. has stopped producing 
Sparrow intercept missiles, which are 
used to blast enemy planes out of the 
sky. Although the U.S. had none to spare, 
the Israelis requested 180 and received 
80 Sparrow missiles during the October, 
1973, war. 


Footnote: The Pentagon acknowledged 
that the GAO audit was “an impressive 
overview of the impact of aid to Israel 
and Vietnam.” But Defense officials 
called the report “incomplete” because 
of an “inadequate analysis.”

LENINGRAD - Forget Gulag for a 
moment. In Russia it is also the little 
thii^s. You are much better off traveling 
here in groups, because the Soviet state 
thinks macrocosmically. Twenty, thirty, 
a hundred people are palpable. One is a 
nuisance. But the trouble now was a sub­ 
group. Twelve of us wanted to go to 
church on Sunday. 
This is not, by the 
way, a Provocative 
Act for a foreigner in 
Russia — he is free to 
attend church, and 
leave the country 
peacefully. 
We a re a t the 
newest, largest hotel 
in Leningrad, a city of 
four million people. 
You would suppose 
that the lobby is bustl­ 
ing at 8:30 in the 
morning. It is not. You look outside the 
door, into the Arctic dark, and there is no 
taxi line. You go to the desk where the 
sign tells you they will call you a taxi for 
30 kopecks, but there is no one there. You 
go to one end of the main desk, and the 
lady hears you out; and then points to 
another woman, at the other end of the 
desk _ She is the one who speaks 
English. 
You go through it again. Shell tells you 
you must go to Information on B Floor. 
You go to Information on B Floor. There 
is nobody there. You return to the main 
desk. She tells you to talk to the lady at 
your own floor who keeps the room keys. 
You complain that she does not speak 
English. You are told she will unders­ 
tand you. You go back to Floor 5 and ex­ 
plain that you desire f-o-u-r taxis, 
counting the fingers on your hand as in 
This Little Piggy Went to Market, to take 
t-w-e-l-v-e people to church. She nods, 
and picks up her telephone. But it does 
not work. She says something in Russian 
which has got to be earthy. FLASH! She 
reaches for a key, obviously to an unoc­ 
cupied guest room, halfway down the 
hall. In two minutes she is back, and 
scribbles the number of a cab which will 
come to the door of the hotel in a matter 
of minutes. 
What about the the three cabs? Go 
down, she says, and advise four 
members of your party to occupy the cab 
with number 76-30. Then come back 
here, and I will tell you the number of the 
next cab. You go to the elevators, but 
four of them are out of order, and three 
are not enough to handle rush hour traf­ 
fic, which has now begun. So you run 
down, 4, 3, 2, I, PAST THE MYSTERY 
FLOOR - nobody knows what’s there; 
perhaps Howard Hughes has hedged his' 
bets — B, A, bark your orders to four 
communicants, and bound back up the 
six flights. 


She is at her desk. As you reach her, 
she hears the telephone ring, bounds 
down the hall, returns with the number 
of the second cab, and instructs you to 
rush down and Fire Two. You ask if you 
might not simply wait downstairs as all 
the taxis arrive, and she says No! Under 


no circumstances! How would you know 
what the number is of the cab that is dis­ 
patched for your use? 


You do not argue in Russia. I expect 
you would not argue even if you knew 
how to argue in Russian. Hie logical 
gears are non-reciprocating. On the one 
hand the management of the largest 
hotel in the most cosmopolitan center of 
Russia finds nothing abnormal in 
organizing something like Houston 
Control to round up four taxis at nine in 
the morning on Sunday. On the other 
hand, you have the feeling that if you had 
appeared at the main desk and asked for 
six B-52’s, you would not have been 
required to make any extra exertions. 


We got there. There were perhaps two 
hundred parishioners. The priest was 
venerable, and he spoke to a congrega­ 
tion that must have been born, every one 
of them, before the revolution. The 
priest read extensively in Russian — 
from the scriptures, one supposes. You 
take fugitive delight in calculating that 
there probably isn’t enough religion left 
in Russia to attract the attention of the 


new liturgists. They will worry about 
religion in Russia only when it is more 
widely practiced. That will be the signal 
to come on in and ruin the liturgy. 
So the old priest spoke the mass in 
Latin, in the old rite, and the old women, 
and a few men, bowed their heads. 
Behind the altar is a huge florid painting 
of the romantic school, the cross figuring 
large with the legend, IN HOC SIGNO 
VINCES: by this sign, ye shall conquer. 
You sigh under the weight of all that is 
undone, in Russia, and outside Russia, 
before the church can be called 
triumphant ; but then you ponder the fact 
that it — the little tatterdemalion church 
- is still there; and ponder even the 
demisemiquaver of a miracle — that all 
twelve American tourists got there. And 
anyway, after a half century’s ex­ 
perience with Communism in Russia, 
impatience with chiliastic Christianity is 
childlike. Some day, when the statues of 
Lenin are as windblown as his thoughts, 
the major shrine in Leningrad will 
probably be that little Christian church, 
that went on and on, Sunday after Sun­ 
day, as though nothing had happened.

Elec­ 
tion footnotes are cluttered with the 
names of obscure citizens who have 
dreamed the impossible headlines, only 
to waken with half of a per cent of the 
votes. Some have been opportunists. 
Others simply nuts. A man who claims to 
be an Indian chief has been entering New 
Hampshire primaries since, it seems, 
the Ice Age. Lars Larsen of Chicago 
campaigns regularly in an Uncle Sam 
Suit In 1970, a Jewish woman ran for 
president on a chicken soup platform. 
And of course there is Linda Lovelace. 
Yet odds be damned, genuinely 
serious citizens also routinely insist on 
taking the bath. New York business con­ 
sultant Stanley Arnold is this season’s 
first. Actually, he is not altogether out of 
the political park. He was an Adlai 
Berry’s World

Stevenson campaigner during that era, 
and has more recently raised money- 
votes for Hubert Humphrey. He also ran 
for vice president in 1972, eventually put 
into nomination at the Miami conven­ 
tion. Still, it’s fair to characterize him as 
a private citizen, a dark horse candidate 
if there ever was one. 


It is also fair to say his candidacy is 
quixotic and doomed. Few will pay him 
attention, and those who do will be mis­ 
chievous. Funny this, when you dwell on 
it, particularly in a nation that tells its 
children anyone can grow up to be presi­ 
dent. The fact is, more and more, only 
professional politicians grow up to be 
president, some perhaps being presi­ 
dents without growing up. 


Americans bark endlessly about the 
poisonous influence of politics on public 
office, yet by rote turn to the politicians 
to fill them. Routinely, 90 per cent of 
federal office holders are, come elec­ 
tion, returned to their posts 


Outsiders do break through — 
Eisenhower remembered — but rarely. 


And as a matter of fact, names, other 
than the established politicos, who 
should run now do not come easily to 
mind. Surely there are private men as 
qualified for the presidency as, say, Fred 
Harris, or Gene McCarthy, or, gad, 
George Wallace. But who? The dreadful 
fact is that elections have become so 
packaged that only politicians have the 
visibility, the machinery and the oppor­ 
tunity to match the profile. This virtually 
excludes everycme else but war heroes, 
and how many any more really want a 
general in charge of things? 


So it is that Stanley Arnold should be 
welcomed to the arena, even if he is only 
food for the lions. Perhaps he couldn’t 
personally lead us to water on a raft, but 
his name on the ballot at least suggests 
we are not yet totally given over to the 
manipulators, to the intellectual makeup 
artists, to the electronic Frankenstein 
monsters who are programmed to agree 
forthrightly with a winning percentage 
of the electorate. 


Stanley Arnold? He’s a middle-aged, 
somewhat homely fellow who promises 
only that if he’s elected he will gather 
about him so many of the best minds in 
America that he will likely be the least 
important man in his administration. 
That’s validity, by gum, the variety of 
which we will not hear from those can­ 
didates we take more seriously. 


What will we hear from the others? We 
will hear that if we elect them to office 
they will make things right — and we 
will forget that it has been them, in of­ 
fice, who have already failed in that 
endeavor. The purification of politics 
with politicians is an unprofitable 
dream.
